Many of the total of 700 did 
not know a treaty of peace had been 
signed after the war, and few could 
tell who made the laws for their 
country.

Three hundred ports and harbors on 
both the eastern and western | 
of Canada are listed in a new edition 
of the Department of Marine’s Port 
and Harbor Directory. Ten years 
| 880 there were 240 such ports, and it
